Want of space prevented editorial 
reference to the Estimates yesterday. 
The same consic'eration warns us to be 
brief to-day. Without going into de- 
tails we may state that the total sum 
required for the six months ending on 
the 31st December, 1878, is §319,- 
456 11. Of this amount the public 
debt account will swallow up §35,434, 
the debentures $86,000,, salaries '$25,- 
000, and -the reinainder will go in the 
general oxponses of govornnieut, except 
$87,498, which is devoted to public 
works, including the Cariboo wagon- 
road, tho eflicient maintonanco of which 
will require at tho lowest estimate 
§20,000. Thus wo have a sum less 
than §77,000 available for public im- 
provements — a sum which, wo venture 
to sayj will prove entirely inadequate. 
It would bo an uufortunato thing for 
the country it the splendid roads and 
bridges the Elliott Government made 
during their tenure of two years and 
a-half should bo allowed to sink into 
ruin and decay by their successors. 
Every district will be pinched by tlie 
Estimates, while Victoria City will 
have something like §30,000 less spent 
yearly within its IMunicipal boundaries 
in consequence of tho reduction in tho 
official staft'. In examining tho 
large sums that will be required 
to carry on the Government one feels 
at a loss to understand where the 
revenue to meet tho expoudituro next 
year will come from. With tho roal- 
eatate and personal property tax struck 
ofl", is it proposed to meet the deficiency 
by the tax on Chinese! We observe 
that from that source only $10,000 is 
anticipated during the current six 
months. But suppose the tax capable 
of producing §100,000 per annum, and 
suppose it should bo declared illegal, 
how will tlie big hole in the revenue 
caused by the removal of direct taxa- 
tion be met? Not by borrowing, for a 
Government without revenue cannot 
borrow a dollar. The outlook for the 
next six months is gloomy enough. Do 
wliat the Government may there is 
bound to be a deficit on the 1st of 
January, 1879,' and when tho House 
shall meet again there will be scarcely 
any revenue beyond the Canadian sub- 
sidy of $208,000, about one-half of 
which is mortgaged to meet interest and 
sinking fund on loans. Tiie financial 
fabric of the Government would appear 
to be reared on a very unsubstantial 
foundation. As it is as.well to consider 
eventualities by peering into the future, 
we shall endeavor to sketch what -Nvill 
be the condition of the finances if the 
fiscal policy of the Government is 
carried out 

. TSS CROWN'S *PREROGA TI YE 

■ SUSTAINED. 



On Monday Mr. Speaiceh read his 
decision on a constitutional point re- 
ferred to him ten days ago, on motion 
of the member for Comox. Tlie point 
was whether a private member can 
move to impose a tax. It arose from 
Mr. Dkdmmond moving to amend a 
Government Tax Bill in Commit- 
tee was to impose a tax on physicians, 
surgeons and land surveyors. The de- 
cision so as voluminous,occupying some 
ten minutes reading. The reading over 
a burst of laughter was caused by Mr. 
Mara asking, "Well, what is your de- 
cision ?" Mr. Druji.hokd created re- 
newed merriment by exclaiming that 
he had not followed and could not fol- 
low Mr. Speakeii; but Mi-. Smithe cap- 
ped the climax and brought down the 
House by proceeding to quote from 
"May" to show that the objection rais- 
e' by the member for Comox was per- 
fectly in order. Mr. SpEAiCEliinterrupt- 
ed him to say that ho had decided, 
tho objection was good. (Hoars of 
laughter.) Mr. Walkesi here felt 
constrained to ex[)lain that no member 
of the Government liad prepared Mr. 
Speaker's decision, while the Clerk of 
the House tried to conceal his blushing 
face beneath the flowing sleeves of his 
black gown. Mr. Druji.mond brought 
down the House a second time by 
announcing his intention to bring down 
a new tax bill — that is, to do exactly 
what Mr. Speaker had decided he 
he could not do. One of the best fea- 
tures of the joke at Mr. Speaker's ex- 
pense is that his ruling of Monday i.s 
in direct opposition to his ruling on 
the 31st of August on tho same consti- 
tutional point, when the question was 
first raised a week ago. Mr. Speaker 
ruled that Mr. Druiimond's amendment 
to tax doctors and others was in order 
and that the member for Comox was 
out of order in objecting to the course 
purfued. On account of the Leader of 
the Opposition asking him to quote his 
authority for so extraordinary a ruling 
the. Speaker took a day to find it; not 
finding itdn that short space of time he 
took another day, and then four more 
days to find what could not be found, 
and at last came down with an elabor- 
ate argument to prove that which re- 
quired no proof, viz: that Mr. Druji- 
mond's amendment was out o/order and 
that Mr. Speaker had to back down 
from his first ruling upon the question. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMIT- 
TEES REPORT. 

The Government, in moving for the 
appointment; of a. Committee of the 
House to'enquire into and report upon 
the state of the Civil Service, were 
guilty of an act of cowardice wliicli 
their friends will find it dilHcult to ex- 
cuse. In a.sking for the Committee the 
Government surrendered a prerogative 
which as clearly appertains, to the 
Crown as any other. The Government 
are responsible to the House and the 
House to the People ; and the Govern- 
ment should have the brains and sand 
to shape their own policy, bring down 
their own measureg and — take the con- 



sequences. Instead, what do we find 
them doing 1 . Surrendering to a Com- 
mittee of the House the" responsibility 
of paring down salaries, of reducing to 
a condition of shabby gentility old, 
tried and faithful public servants, and 
of dismissing others who havo devoted 
the best years of their lives to the pub- 
lic service. We venture to say that 
the spectacle of a Ministry seeking to 
evade a responsibility they were ap- 
pointed to shoulder, is almost unprece- 
dented. Granted, that a reduction in 
official salaries is necessary-. AVho so 
competent as tho Government to an- 
nounce the fact and prepare for the^ 
change? They possess facilities — they 
have access to the books — they know 
what it costs to " run tho establish- 
ments, whose services can bo dispensed 
with, who can still exist with fifty 
cents a week chopped from his already 
meagre pay. None so competent to 
deal with matters which they re- 
ferred to a Committee as the Govern- 
ment. Yet they shrank- from the task 
and delegated it to a Committee. Wo 
don't intend to fall afoul of tliat Com- 
mittee's report nor to oppose their pro- 
posed economies. Their favorite plan 
will have a fair trial ; but wo would 
just remind the House of the fable of 
tho boys and the frogs. What is rare 
fun to the Committee and the Ggvorn- 
ment may rtiin the eflSciency of the 
Civil Service.

THE STICKEEN KIVEli, 

The main artery to tlje Cassiar gold 
mines, is navigable for li^ht draught 
steamers for about 150 miles, and at 

favorable stages of water is not at all 
dilhcult to ascend. Tho river for a dis- 
tance of 120 miles has cut its way 
thi'ough a rugged chain of mountains. 
There is only one cafion, in which the 
waters are concentrated antl force fchoir 
way through with great swiftness. At 
this place and the grand rapids steam- 
ers use the highest pressure to »tein the 
current, and sometimes require the aid 
of lines and capstan to warp through. 
The scenery on the river is gi-nnd in 
the extreme. The mountains contig- 
uous to the stream are mostly covered 
to the summit with stunted pines and 
various undergrowth of green shrub- 
bery. At many places there are small 
flats whicli are thickly wooded with 
black pines and Cottonwood. From 
these steamboats are furnislied with 
wood at §3 per cord. Tho greatest no- 
velty to tho strangers are the immensi! 
glaciers, or mountains of ice,- thousands 
of feet thick, which for centuries have 
withstood the genial glow of the sun ; 
and although at times during tho sum. 
mer months the thermometer roaches 
80°, it only increases their grandeur by 
forming cone-shaped pyramids which, 
like myriads of Bcntinels, stand guard 
over their frozen domain, and cast back 
frigid frowns of defiance to the king of 
day. From beneath these liuge ico 
mountains large bodies of clear water 
flow, which form a transparent blue 
streak in the muddy current of the 
river. Tlio 

FIRST SION OF CIVILIZATION 

After leaving Wrangcl is Buck's land- 
ing, a distance of 40 miles, and close to 
the boundary line of Alaska territory. 
Here is located a trading post, and the 
familiar sign board announces the five 
requisites : 

"PROVISIOKS, OROOBRIES, WINES, LIQUORS 
AND CIGARS." 

The proprietor of this post is Mr. Cho- 
quettc, a French Canadian, and an old 
resident of Stickeen, who for over 
twenty years has traversed the country, 
braving cold, hunger and fatigue in 
many of his perilous journeys. His 
kind hospitality has won him many 
friends and ho in his isolated home 
appears happy and contented with his 
family of six or seven children. From 
this point no sign of civilization is 
seen for over 100 miles, save an occn- 
sional wood pile, wlien the Hudson Bay 
trading post comes in sight. A few 
miles further on is tlie tovm of Glono- 
ra, or Glenora landing. Here there 
are two stores and three licnsed liquor 
shops, a number of Indian liuts, and a 
potato patch and garden. In tho gar- 
den of J. B. Lovell I observed a num- 
ber of flowers in full bloom, sweet Wil- 
liam, mignionette, sweet pea, and many 
others as far advanced as in Victoria ; 
also, lettuce, peas, radish, turnips, cal)- 
bage, potatoes and onions, well advanc- 
ed and of luxuriant growth. Vegetation 
is very rapid owing to the long sun- 
shine. The sun rises about 4 o'clock 
and sots at 8, making si.xtoen hours of 
sunlight. In the montii of July there 
are only four hours' night, and even 
then a dim twilight can bo seen t^vink- 
ling along the northern horizon. About 
12 miles from Glenora is 

TELEGRAPH CREEK, 

another small town, the head of steam- 
boat navigation, containing five stores, 
three saloons, and two restaurants; also, 
in the suburbs, a goodly number of [)ri- 
vato residences of Indians. This town 
is the main depot for packers. The 
principal place of bu.siness is the store 
and forwarding house of C'albreath, 
Grant & Cook, wlio ship largely to sup- 
ply their store in the mines. Great 
sociability prevails, the white man, the 
Indian and the mule live here on the 
most friendly terms. The mulo has 
the "StrongeBl voice in the community, 
and although the Indian portion of the 
population appears to be the most hon- 
ored and their company most sought 
for, yet the mule is more highly esteem- 
ed by a few of the right thinking men 
of Telegraph Creek The. distance from 
Telegraph Creek, * by actual measure- 
ment, to the 

HEAD OP DEASE LAKE 

is 73 miles, and over ono of the best 
mountain trails in British Columbia. 
Some parts of it are very deep grades 
and difficult to travel on in rainy 
weather; still, animals pack from 350 
to 400 pounds each and can make 
twelve trips during the season; a trip 
occupying eleven days. About 300 pack 
animals are in tho district, but not all 



steadily employed. Tlie rate of freight 
this season' is seven cents per poi^nd. 
From the head of the lake to Laketown, 
a distance of twenty miles, is now 
almost wholly travelled by water. 
Mossers. McKenzio it Hauck havo a 
handy screw steamer capable of trans- 
porting all of the supplies.to Deaseiyad 
Thibert- Creeks. The charge across tho 
lake^ is $7 per ton weight; foot pass- 
engers §2 each; horses §5 each. 

TAIiLE OF DISTAN'CES 

From the head "of Dcaso Lake to Lake- 
town, 20 miles; from Laketown to 
Thibert Creek, 10 miles; from Thibert 
Greek to McDame Creek, 70 miles; 
from'McDame Creek to Walker Creek, 
50 milea 

The largo area of tho Cassiar mines 
is a serious drawback to merchants and 
a groat inconvenience to miners, as the 
foi-mer cannot well keep a general sup- 
ply of goods at the different creeks, and 
the latter often lack the necessary arti- 
cles for ordinary mountain living. The 

POPULATION 
of the Cassiar mines is estimated this 
season at from 1400 to IGOO. These 
aro not all miners and traders, but in- 
clude Indians, say 50; and about 250 
Indian women, prostitutes. These 
traveling harlots wlio, like carrion birds 
that scent tho putrid carcass, and wing 
their way thither to satiate their hunger^ 
follow in tho wake of the Cassiar miner 
to flaoco him of his hard-earned dust. 
Tho evil ussociations of these abandoned 
^^TGtches gradually deprive him of his 
energy, and ill luck blunts his ambition 
until he stoojis to be (hoir slave, and in 
many instances loav(> him in want, with 
a life-la.sting legacy of disease, ii walking 
recoptacle of innumerable compounds 
from the druggists' drachm measure, 
pe.stlo and mortal', 

The Cassiar mines are oursod with a 
surfeit of miserable squaw-bummors 
who leave during tho winter and follow 
their Indian associates to the rauclicrie, 
and eat and sleep in the same apart- 
ments with the filthj' and barbarous 
natives. Such characters ns these re- 
tard the healthy pros] lority of the mines. 
Industrious, persevering, " hard-working 
miners sutler from tho consequences of 
an over-tax on the merchants in sup- 
porting such shiftless votaries of idle 
luKt by unworthy credit and unprofita- 
ble accommodation. It would be much 
better for the merchant and the honest 
miner if these worthless characters 
were gona The country would then 
have a healthy working population. 
The same amount of gold would bo 
jiroduccd, jirovisions could bo sold 
chnappr, and tlie merchant would not, 
as now, have to tax those who pay by 
an extra [jcrcentage on his goods to 
make up a portion of tliat which he 
loses by the unfortunate prospector, 
and a faulty indulgence to tiioso who 
at their uxpeiiao affbrd unlaM'ful sup- 
port to tho numerous Indian harlots 
who, like Colorado potato-bugs, appear 
in the spring aud annually destroy with 
poatileuca and cUsease the energy of a 
number of men, and rob tho country of 
its due share of jn-ospority. It would 
be well, indeed, if the authorities would 
put in force tho Vagrancy Act, and 
prevent tho return of the Stickeen for- 
est maids to tiic Cassiar mines. Tlie 

PROSPECTS OF THE DIOOlXliS 

Are not favorable.. Tho workings be- 
ing principally shallow, claims are soon 
exhau.sted. 3lany of tho locations on 
Dense aud Thibert Creeks are com- 
pletely worked out ; a few arc paying 
small dividends antl the greater poi'tion 
from §3 to ijS per day to tho man. 
McDamo Creek is producing a fair 
yield, but many of the olaima are not 
paying working expenses. Walker 
Creek (of which groat expectations 
werQ formed last fall) has proved a fail- 
ure, and out of the largo number of 
minors that went there this spring only 
about forty are now at work, making 
from $3 to $5 per day. Some two 
hundred men are out jirospecting in tlio 
direction of tlie Dfdoiro river, and if 
nothing bo discovered in that section, 
and on the headwaters of tho Stickeen, 
the Cassiar ininfiH will not next year 
support more than six or seven hundred 
men. Should the Deloirc country prove 
good, the climate is so much milder 
that there will be a big rush there in 
the spring, and a more permanent po- 
pulation may yet make tliat hitherto 
unknown portion of the Province the 
great woRtorn oinporium of British Col- 
umbia, and oiien uji to productive civi- 
lization a vast and extensive gold bear- 
ing country. Pownal.

FIRST SESSION. 



ToESDAY, August 20th. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2:10 p.m. 

COUR EHl'ON DKNCK. 

Hon. Mr. HiiiuphvL'ys presented a re- 
turn of corre.spoudenco between tho Do- 
minioa and Provincial Governinonta re- 
lating to the Graving Dock. 

COM.MI TTKE 01' SUl'I'IA'. 

Hnn. !Mr. Bcavon, before moving tfiat 
tho House go into Committee of Supply, 
said that although lie had occupied a aea't 
in the nouso for several yoar.s past tlio 
present was tliu first time he httd had con- 
trol lA tho Trea.sury. It h,%dbeen tlio ob- 
ject S tlte Government in framing tho cs- 
timtttes to make the revenue meet as near- 
ly a;! po.ssible tlie expoiulituro. Every ef- 
fort had been made to retrench, but in 
spite of that in order that the obligations 
of tho Province might be faithfully car- 
ried out it was found that almost lialf a 
million of money would be requisite for 
tlio next six months. One of the things 
the Oovorniueut woidd have to do would 
bo to take up debentures falling due, 
thereby preserving the credit of tlio coun- 
try. There were liabilities in connection 
with the graving dock which the Govern- 
ment would be called upon to meet and 
very unexpectedly it wa;; discovered that 
there was an over-draft of some §70,000 at 
tho Bank of B. 0. which v.onld have to 
bo provided for. In all, under the vari- 
ous heads, it would bo found imperative 
to provide nearly 8500,000. Tho hon. 
gentleman then proceeded to review tho 
condition of the Province at tho date of 
Confederation and cpiotcd figures with re- 
ference to her actual and allowed debt. 
He referred to the policy of the Walkem 
Government in taking over money from 
Canada, in order that various agricultural 
districts might bo opened up and public 
worlds prosecuted. He regretted ^hat that' 
methoil of obtaining money liad not been 
resorted to by tho Ellititt Government. 
With reference to the salaries of officials 
he said ho found tluit they had gradu- 
ally but surely increased for several years 
past. Tho present Government had, how- 
over, ainalgiiniated several offices and had 
resorted to other economic.') which would 
oli'ect an annual .saving of some 533,000. 
Tho Government hoiied at a future date 
to be able to elfcct even a still greater 
saving without impairing tho cflieioiicy of 
tho civil service. Alluding to the esti- 
mated revenue of the country he had not 
placed it at so high a figure as his prede- 
cessors, because he did not think tho 

.amount would be realized. It might bo 
interesting to know that tho overdraft of 
§70,000 at tho Bank of B. C. commenced 
just when tho Elliott Government found 
they no longer had the confidence of the 
country and became aware that their term 
of office must shortly terminate. It 
might bo well for the House to examine 
into this subject at a fiituro date. It was 
the intention of the Government to intro- 
duce a bill to amend the Assessment Act 
which had been found to bo a very expen- 
sive piece of machinery. It would be 
found that tho appropriations for public 
works were of necessity- small; but it nnist 
bo apparent to all that it was the duty of 
the Government .abovo all things to meet 
every obligation of the Province first and 
thereby preserve tho credit of the country. 
It appeared to him that a plain, straight- 
forward course lay before the House and 
ho trusted to tho patriotism and intelli- 
gence of hon. members in dealing with 
tlie estimates. 

Mr. Smithe, . after complimenting tho 
finance minister on tho temperate char- 
acter of his speech, said tliat it was to bo 
expected that he eouhl not agree with the 
views of that hon. gentleman on certain 

r points. After reviewing the excess of ex- 
penditure over revenue of the several 
Provincial governments since confedera- 
tion ho said ho was glad to seo that tho gen- 
tlemen opposite were apparently desirous 
of carrying into effect their promises made 
to the electors, to retrench and keep the 
expenditure as nearly as jiossible within 
the animal revenue. But he very much 
doubted whether tho Government would 
bo able to carry out their proposed re- 
trenchment. He inclined to tho opinion 
tliat 'ere long they would bo found return- 
ing to theiravowed policy of sowing money 
broad'Cast. (Elear, Hear.). With refer- 
ence to the excess of expenditure over rev- 
enue, tho hoiv. gentleman then proceed- 
ed to point out that din-ing the past seven 
years tho amount had reached a total of 
upwards of §1,1-10,000, of which oxcoas 
no le.13 than ,'<7(i2,000 had been ex- 
pended by the IValkem Government and 
of tho f270,000 excess expended by tho 
Elliott Government a very largo portion 
•was chaigoablo to tho lavish policy 
of their predecessors. With rofcrenco to 
the floating of the £150,000 loan he (Mr. 
S.) said that great credit was due to the 
late Government, of which he was a mem- 
ber, for tho successful manner in which it 
had been placed on the London market. 
The rate at which tho debentures were 
soldrefloctod credit on all parties con- 
cerned in floating the loan — no little of 
that credit being duo to tho Bank of Brit- 
ish Columbia. He pointed out that the 
expenditure of placing a large loan on tho 
market by the Dominion Government had 
been in proportion far greater than that 
attending tlie provincial loan of only 
§750,000. This was ovidenco that the 
Elliott Government had negotiated the 
loan as economically as possible. On tho 
whole tho loan of the Province had been 
floated at a rate of 1 J per cent., wlierew 



tho Dominion Government had to pay a 
few months before, when money was much 
eaaierj in round numbers Ij per cent, on 
a loail of some twelve millions of dollars. 
Tho price obtained by tho Elliott Govem- 
mont was almost equal to pir and the 
money was forthcoming without any risk 
to the Province. Had the loan not been 
negotiated as it was, scheming capitalists 
would have depreciated tho debentures, 
and it is more than probable that instead 
of obtaining for the loan tho satisfactoty 
figure ho had montionod, no more than 95 
would have been got and the Provinc* 
would have had to pay all expenses as 
well. Ho then commented on the spond- 
thrift policy of tho Walkem Government 
and said that at the time it was proposed 
to capitalize the subsidies ho had pointed 
out tliat tho evil day must inevitably en- 
sue. They had decroasod the revenue of 
tho country and had done much to kill tho 
gooao that laid tho golden egg. Tho 
Elliott Govornnicnt had, however, im- 
mediately thoy assiimed office, increased 
the revenue from 83-13,000 to $383,000 and 
had reduced expenditure for tho year from 
5759,000 to $719,000. Of this largo sum 
voted it must be bomo in mind 
that tho Elliott Government, not wishing 
to bo looked upon as ropudiators, had to 
provide some ?242,000 for liabilities left 
them by tho Walkem Government in tho 
shape of unfmishod contracts. Tho 
next yoar the revenue had buou further 
increased to $-107,000 and tho oxponditure 
decreased from $719,000 to $627,000, and 
had the Elliott Government been permitt- 
ed to carry out the policy thoy liad inau- 
gurated, to-day the oxpendituro would have 
been no more than tho revenue, and per- 
haps there would have been a small b;il- 
aiico to tho credit of tho country. -Vl- 
though ho now observed that tho Govorn- 
ment of tho d.ay ostensibly wore attempt- 
ing to reduce tho expenditure to tho level 
of revenue, ho could not bring himself to 
believe that it was possible, in the face of 
their former rash and lavisli expenditure 
thoy would continue in that course. 
Ho coidd not po.isibly conceive 
how two policies so diametrically 
opposed to ono another could bo inaugur- 
ated by tlie same men with any degree of 
sincerity. It had boon said that tho El- 
liott Government should have retired the 
debentures for 1870, [Mr. Beavon — I said 
provided for them.] but he contended it 
was impossible for them to be retired un- 
til they fell duo, which thoy did not do 
until after tho Elliott Government rolin- 
cpiished office. Tho debentures wore pro- 
vided for by a special act .-^nd the bond- 
holders in England wore just as safe in 
the hands of the late Government as they 
wero in those of tho present. Thero was 
no necessity for putting tho sum of $86,- 
000 for debentures on the estimates as the 
Government well knew. It had only boon 
jilaced there for show — a thing that the 
Elliott Government did not believe in. 
He would ask Mr. Beavon if tho deboii- 
tures in question had been retired. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said, "Fot since you 
loftoffico." 

Mr. Smitho replied that they had not 
been before he left office and conaetiuently 
could not have been retired at .\11. This 
was very strange as thoy fell duo early in 
July last. Tlie date had p.assed and not 
ono step had been taken to retire them 
and keep "good faith with tho. bondhold- 
er^," which had been tho cry of the Op- 
j)osition last session. Withroferonco to the 
assertion that it had cost in one district of 
tlio Province upwards of §90 to collect §3 
school tax, ho would state that tho 
whole thing was a myth. Had it been 
otherwise, however, it was just possible 
that the cpUeotion at any cost might have 
been warranted on principle. Tho hon. 
gentleman then compared tlio heads of 
revenue estimated by tho late Government 
with those estimated by tlie present Gov- 
ernment, and after showing tliat in many 
instances tho latter had only altered tho 
figures very slightly (it would not do, 
forsooth, to take the figures of tho Elliott 
GovQrnmont, without some trifling altera- 
tion) he pointed out that they had cut 
down the item for tho collection of those 
portions of tho revenue inaugurated by the 
policy of the Elliott Government to a 
merely nominal sum and had evinced a 
disposition to relinquish a largo part of 
the revenue from tlioso sources. Thoy 
had cut down the school tax estimate from 
§24,000 (tho figures of tho Elliott Govern- 
ment) to §15,000, and under their much 
vaunted Chinese tax bill they only expect- 
ed to collect 810,000. Thus a gain of but 
§1,000 would bo effectod, and that at tho 
risk of tho bill being disallowed. Re- 
ferring to salaries of officials ho said ho 
obaervod that they wore cut down right 
and left by the very gentlemen who had 
established th'.i rato that had been paid — 
who had increased salaries during the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Walkem. If in 
1874 and 1875 those gentlemen increased 
the sal.arics of tho civil service on princi- 
ple what, ho would ask, had come over 
the spirit of thoir dream to induce them 
now to reduce thcin 1 He supposed they 
could only have been actuated by tho best 
of motives and had also reduced them on 
principle. Individually he had always 
taken the position that it was right that 
ofiicials should bo well paid. In all his 
expcrienco ho never knew a really good 
oflicer to bo afraid of work and he thought 
it much bettor to pay a servant well and 
expect a little more work from him than 
to reduce his salary to a rate that caused 
dissatisfaction. Before taking a stop such 
as that taken by tho Government he 
thought thoy .'ihould have taken into 
consideration the possibility that at 
any moment an officer dissatisfied 
with his remuneration would seek the ear- 
liest opportunity to bettor his condition 
outeido tho pale of officialdom. He know 
tho officials of the Province to bo as a 
whole good, responsible men; but ho did 
not think that cutting down salaries to al- 
most a starvation point would tend to im- 
prove tho condition of tho civil service. 
He could not congratulate the Govern- 
ment on the nature of retrenchment in 
connection with tho public works of the 
Province, because it must be well known 
th.it the condition of tho country demand- 
ed that tho construction of certain roads 
should bo prosecuted. He feared that 
tho complete stoppage of all public works 
would prove most detrimental to the pro- 
spects of the country. He characterized 
tho proposed reduction of tho salary of 
Supcrintoiident of Education as most un- 
just after that gentleman had borne tho 
heat of tho day and the brunt of tho 
battle and hy his most indefatigable ener- 
gies for tho last seven years had placed 
tho public schools of tho Province on tha 
wholo on a most satisfactory basis. But 
tho Government, forgetful of tho claim 
that officer has onthocountrj',insultedhim 
by offering him a lower salary than that 
paid other gentlemen who do not hold so 
high a position. Ho (Mr. S.) foared that 
personal spite had much to do with the 
matter, and boforo resuming his seat ho 
would rcitorato that it was unfair,aftor .ill 
tho Superintendent had done forthecauso 
of education, to propose to reduce his sal- 
ary to starvation rate. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem > replied to Mr. 
Smithe's remarks briefly. He said the 
Estimates had been brought down without 
any fringe on them. There wero no sal- 
aries ufidor tho head of provisions or fuel, 



tliough he would not accuse the late Gov- 
ernment of inaugurating that system. 

Mr. 'Mara said the Attorney-General 
had complimented tho Finance Minister 
on not lutTing resorted, to . peraqnalitiea, 
yet K& the next Inbment commbriced those 
very t.\ctics. His hon. friond on tho 
right, in speaking of tho loan, had not 
compared himself to Mr. Cartwright. Tho 
Leader of tho Government had wrongly 
stated that tho lato Government had bor- 
rowed §750,000|to pay off their debts. 
Tliat money was borrowed to pay off the 
debts incurred by theformorGovemraont, 
as was shown by tho present Provincial 
Secretary; besides which they had spent 
§189,000 borrowed from tho Dominion 
Government. Tho Lc -.dor of the Govern- 
ment luad not attempted to disprove this. 
With respect to thopolicy of retrenchment 
ho would give them a support; but -with 
tho reduction of salaries ho did not think 
that they had followed any method. 
Some of tho men liavo boon in public em- 
ploy for 10 and 1(3 years. It would be 
impossible to fill their placos witli as coin- 
potont men on short notice, and it would 
cause serious injury to tho country wore 
thoy to resign. They must feel that thoy 
have no guarantoo for their positions, 
however long they might remain in them. 
Tho Suporintendent of Education, ho folt 
certain, was acknowledged throughout 
tho country to have boon a hardworking 
man; but ho was sorry to soo that tho 
members for tho city appeared to bo op- 
posed to him. Ho believed that this had 
been tho primary cause of tho reduction 
of salaries. The Einanco Minister had 
not explained why the estiniato of tho 
school tax should bo reduced. Ho thought 
this should have boon thoroughly explain- 
ed. (Hoar.) 

Mr. Wilson reminded tho last speaker 
that many of tho districts — Cowichanand 
others — not only neglected to pay tho 
School Tax but tilinost all other taxes. 
He then proceeded to refer to tho causes 
leading up to tho loan of §750,000 and en- 
deavored to prove that tho loan was neces- 
sary to cover tho indebtednoss of tho lost 
Government, contending that tho Govorn- 
mcnt had nothing whatcvor to do with tho 
loan, but that tho m.anagcr of tho Bunk 
of British Columbia arranged tho wholo 
matter. All tho Finance Minister did was 
to sit in his seat in tho House and do as 
Mr. Ward told him. Tho Walkem Gov- 
ernment, ho thought, M-ere quite right in 
expending the subsidies .as thoy did. It 
wa.s far better for the countij in general. 
He then proceeded to refer to the state of 
the finances when the Elliott Govorninont 
came into power and to show that in thoir 
first year of oihco thoy incurred a debt of 
$109,000 over the revenue. 

The House then went into Committoo 
with Mr. Galbraith in tho chair. 

The sum of §20,292 50 was voted for 
interest on the publie debt and tho Com- 
mittee rose and rciiorted. 

The Committee was ordered to sit again 
after tho Committoo of AVays and Means. 

The House then wont into Oommittee 
of Ways and Means, Mr.. Galbraith in 
tho chair, and $20,292 50 was granted to 
Her Majesty.

Mr. Wilson suggested that this sum 
should be struck out. A number of his 
constituent? entirely agreed with this and 
thought the sum would bo bettor voted 
olsowhcre. 

Mr. Dnmimond entirely concurred in 
tho remarks made by tho last speaker. Ho 
thnnght tho Governor was paid quite 
enough to provide his own secretary. 

The vote was carried with the other 
items. 

Provincial Secretarj' and Minister of 
Mines. 

5Ir. Mara considered tho _ §750 inado- 
ipiato for the Deputy Provincial Secretary, 
especially as ho was clerk of tho Executive 

Council. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho sum sufficient. 

Mr. Sinithe said that tho position of 
Deputy Provincial Secretary was as re- 
sponsible as any other deputy and thero- 
foro should be as well paid as other depu- 
ties. 

Mr. Williams considered $1,000 '^n, year 
ample and if the member for Cowichau 
had to pay taxes he would think so too. 
Cowich.an paid no taxes; there was noth- 
ing there to tax. Ho was certain tho 
member for Cowichan could not make^l,- 
600 a year on liia ranch. 

Mr. Wilson then followed in tho same 
strain, snecringly referring to tho small 
amount of school tax paid there, and stat- 
ing thab the member for Cowichan was in 
the habit of shutting his Qyes and throw- 
ing money out broadcast without oTcr 
thinking where it was to come from. 

Mr. Vernon said ho really thought it 
would bo well for members on tho Gov- 
ernment side to speak to the question and 
not to enter into personal abuse. It not 
only lowered the speaker in the eyes of the 
House, but also in the eyes of tho public 
who heard it and rendered a debate ono of 
direct peradiialitics. Tho Opposition did 
not attomi)t to mako use of this kind of 
argument. Ho certainly thought that 
this sum proposed w.as really to small for 
tho Deputy I'rovincial Secretary. What 
enticement have civil servants now to 
work i None whatever. In other coun- 
tries there is always a special civil sorvice 
regulation, and rising scale, so much in- 
crease after five years, and so on. Hero, 
after a number of years' service, thoy are 
reduced. Ho did not think it would be 
at all conducive to tho good government 
of the country if salaries wore to bo reduc- 
ed without regard to efficiency of service. 

Mr. Sinitho said that during the short 
time the House had boon in session ex- 
perience had taught hon. members that 
no matter what tho subject under discus- 
sion might be, two of the members for the 
onlightencd city of Victoria, the metropo- 
lis of tho Province, would be found deal- 
ing in low personalities, to which, until 
tho present session, tho House had boon a 
comparative stranger (hear, hear). It h»d 
been reserved for tho chief electoral dis- 
trict to .send men to repreaont it who, un- 
able to bring the light of reason to boar 
on the question — unable to appreciate 
what is duo to tho dignity of a Legisla- 
tive Assembly, resort to a mode of debate 
worthy of only bar-room politicians in a 
condition of semi-inebriation (hear, hear.) 
What had his (Mr. Smitli&'s) personal af- 
fairs to do with tho question boforo the 
Conmiitteo? Although if thoy would con- 
fine thcmselvcH to him ho would not com- 
plain as he defied them to say anything to 
liiin or about him he would have any rea- 
son to bo ashamed of (hear.) They, how- 
ever, did not content themselves with 
making personal and irrelevant remarks 
about him and his private affairs, but 
went beyond him to iiis constituency. Ho 
would say for his constituents that thoy 
would bo ashamed to Kond men to repre- 
sent them who could bo capable of mak- 
ing tho petty, small-minded and con- 
temptible allusions to ot'jier members and 
their districts that wore constantly being 
made by these Victoria members. Ho 
would consider himself worthy only q^ 
contempt, as lacking a proper sense of man- 
hood,, if he were to degrade hiniself and 
reflect upon those who sent him there by 
descending to the level of the members he 
referred to (hear, hear). - ' 



Mr. WiiiiaiiU rose to Spoaki but was 
called to ovdor and not allowed to pro- 
coed.
